AN ACT to dispense with the drawing and impanaeling of jurors in
the eounty of Burnett, in the 11th judicial circuit, at the January
term of the court in said county.

The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented in
senate and assembly, do encct s follows :

SEcTION 1. There shall be no grand or petit Jury No jurorstobe
drawn, summoned or impanneled for the January term Jra¥ve for Jaa-
of the circuit court in the cGunty of Burnett: provided,
the judge of said circuit may, in his discretion, by an
order in writing, to be filed in the circuit court clerk’s
office of the said county of Burnett, at least twenty
days before the commencement of said term, direct the
drawing and summoning of a grand and petit jury for
such term, and thereupon a grand and petit jury shall
be drawn, summoned and impannelled accordingly, as
provided by law in other cases,

SectioN 2. This act shall take effect and be in force
from and after its passage and publication,
